Rugby, Yesterday.

Lord of the Admiralty, Mr. A. V. 
Alexander, and the French Minis- 
‘ter of Marine, M. Dumesnil, ac- 
companied by their-experts and at- 
tended by the American observers. 
They took up their tisk early this 


morning at the point where it was 
left at eleven o'clock Jagt night 
at their long mecting at the House 
of Commons, on 
To-day's meeting concluded just 
before luncheon, when the mat- 
ters before them were referred to 
the leaders of the British, French 
and American delegations, who 
met this afternoon at the House of 
Commons. The earlier examina- 
tlon of the French figures, as has 
been already stated, was devoted 
to clarifying their exact meaning 
in order to ersure that they were 
compiled on a,atrictly comparable 
basis. 


Common Agreement 
Common agreement on this mat- 
ter having been reached 8 more 
detailed survey of the French 
figures became possible. France's 
tonnage tables were therefore pre- 
sented in collated and simplified 
form when the heads and members 
of their delegations met to ‘con- 
sider them this afternoon.

BETTER ACCOMMODATION OF 
NEW H. K. & K. WHARF 


READY IN i4 MONTHS 


At this morning’s annual meeting 
of the Hong Kong and Kowloon Wharf 
and Godown Compay, Ltd., the Chair- 
inan, (ftr. B.D. F. Beith) made refer- 
ence to the new wharf whigh. it has 
been decided to build, and which should 
be completed in, about = Ll months. 
The wharf, which will be 800 feet Jong, 
and 60 feet wide, will provide berth- 
ing accommodation for the larger ships 
now being built and: whieh will enll at 
thin port, besides affording an oppor- 
tunity &> re-construct and lengthen 
the older wharves where necessary. 

The Chairmans’ Speech 

In moving the adoption of the re- 
port) and accounts, the Chairman

When this picr is in use, it will afford 
an opportunity to re-construct and 
lengthen the older wharvea where 
necessary without interfering with tho 
current work and carning power of the 
Company. [ might here mention that 
the longest pier in operation at the 
present time is our No. 1 wharf built 
in 1908, which mensures 662 fest x 46 
feet, but as it is impracticable to berth 
a large vessel within 60 feet of the sea 
wall, you will realise to what extent the 
Company has been handicapped in the 
past in this connection, } 

You will observe from the profit and 
loss account that the sum of $200,000 
has been transferred to repoirs and re 
newal account, which your Directors 
consider should be built up as a re- 
serve for any abnormal repairs to build. 
ings or plant, or to absorb the book 
value of any of them that have to be 
replaced before they have been com: 
pletely written off. 

In the Balance Sheet, the expexdi- 
ture of $70,000.00 under launches and 
$139,360 under lighters, represents tha 
purchase of the craft to which 1 havo 
already - referred.

Tanda, and 
the a3, Anking in Pedro Blanco on 
February 26, at 1.36 a.m, when 
evidence was heard from the master 
and officers of the ss, Tanda, The 
ease for the Anking was concluded 
yesterday. 

Comer. G. F. Hole (Harbour 
Master) sitting as Stipendiary 
Magistrate, presided, and the asges- 
sors were: Lieut.-Comdr. L, G. 
Addington (H.M.S. Tamar), Capt. 
A. H. Stewart (sa, Haining), Capt. 
A.M, Frame (8.8, Taiping) Capt. 
F. Lefevre (3.8, Benréoch). : 

The case for the Tanda is being 
conducted by: Mr. F. C, Jenkin and 
Mr. H. G. Sheldon, instructed by 
Mr. G. G. N.'Tinson, and Mr. E. A. 
Davidson is for the Anking. 

Tanda’s Version 

Capt, E, T, Pilcher, master of 
the Tanda said that he held an 
Extra Master's ticket, registered in 
London, and had been in command 
of the Tanda for five years, On 
the day of the collision, the Tanda 
was on a voyage from Moj{ to Hong 
Kong. : 

At 7 pm. on February 26, the 
Tanda course was S. 47 W, true, and 
her speed was about 10 knots, At

That ship, which witness called “A,” 
then drew up very near to the Tanda 
starboard beam, and at the time of 
the collision “A” was still abeam to 
the starboard side of the Tanda. 

There was another ship—“B”— 
right astern of the Tanda, but she 
overtook the Tanda until she was 
on her port at the time of tho 
collision, Both these two vessels 
were blowing fog signals,

ASSOCIATION FORMED TO 
IMPROVE THE TRADE 


WORKERS REPRESENTED 
London, Yesterday. . 
The British Cotton Textile Asso- 
ciation has become registered. Its 
aim will be to iniflate and super- 
vise co-operative efforts and in- 
erease the Lancashire trade in bulk 
standard lines. All sections, in- 
cluding operatives, are represented 
on the directorate.—Reuter. 


[A new move to increase Lan- 
cashire’s cotton trade in bulk 
standard lines was foreshadowed 
by the announcement of the im- 
‘pending formation of a British 
Cotton Textile Assocfation sup 
ported by all sections of the 
trade, including the operatives. 
The aim Is to, secure economies 
incidental to mass production, 
-and regular demand. 


Struggle Against Odds 
In view of Lancashire's present 
struggle against great, odds, 
more than passing interest must 
be attached to the announce- 
ment of a scheme for the appoint- 
ment of Indian trade commission- 
ers made by Lord Irwin, Viceroy 
of India, when speaking at a 
meetfng of the Federation of In- 
dian Chambers of Commerce at 
Delhi. : 
Apparently Lancashire is to 
have another competitor—this 
‘time from within the Empire— 
‘for her cotton-goods export trade. 
India is going to make an attempt 
to capture a portion of Lanca- 
shire's livelihood by exporting 
cotton piece-goods to Europe. 
According to the Viceroy In- 
dian trade commissioners are to 
be appointed In Hamburg, Milan, 
New York, ‘Durban, Mombasa, 
and Alexandria, and he added: 
It ia expected that the work, of 
these trade commisstoners will be 
chiefly concerned with the ex- 
pansion of India’s export trade 
in cotton plece-goods, and if wa 
are to reap the full. benefit'-of 
their labours it is essential to 
have a commercial intelligence in 
Bombay in direct contact with 
the exporting houses and trade 
‘commissioners.]

FALL OF SILVER 


Further Conference in 
Shanghai | 


JAPANESE SUGGESTION 
\ Shanghai, Feb. 18. 
An important meoting waa held 
at the Shanghai’ office. of the 
Ministry of Industry and Trade on 


the 12th instant, which was attend-|° 


ed by the representatives of 
British, American and Chinese 
commercial organizations. Relief 
measures for the docline of silver 
were the principal topic of conver- 
sations. 

In the afternoon of the 17th, the 
office invited about 20 French, 
German, Italian and Japanese 
bankers fn Shanghal and consulted 
their opinion for the rellef pf the 
silver situation. The meeting last- 
ed from 3 to & o'clock. It is learn- 
ed that the representatives of the 
various countries dwelt on the 
necessity of gecurely. establishing 
peace in China, improvement of 
communication, and completeness 
of reserve funds for Chinese bank 
notes, ae 

Mr. Tauchiya, manager of the 
Shanghat branch of the Mitsui 
Bank, said that: they are all im- 
portant matters, but it takes a long 
time before they can be realized, 
For the immediate relief, “Mr. 
Tsuchiya suggested China to pro- 
pose to a special organ, such as 
the League of Nations, forbidding 
forelgn . countries from selling 
silver in China at the price below 
the cost of production, He pointed 
out that the sudden slump of silver 
was caused by the sale of the white 
metal in the China market by India 
and French Indo-China in an’ indis- 
criminate manner. In addition, 
Mr, Tauchiya advised that China 
should forbid the expertation of 
gold and wait for the advance of 
silver, , ‘ 

Mr. Tsuchiya’s view was ap+ 
proved by the Chinese officials and 
foreign representatives present, 
The manager of the Fronch bank 
declared that, after ‘the exporta- 
tion of silver valued at 20 million 
piastres, which will be’ completed 
by June this year,'as already an- 
nounced, French Indo-China will 
no longer ship silver to China mar- 
ket.—Rengo.

UNFORESEEN D DIFFICULTIES 
ARISE 


1 ute 

Ata nectitig, held on February “18, 
of the Bonrd of Reference of tha Hai 
Ho Conservancy _Commission, it was 
decided - to abandon the attempt to 
make a new Bar Channel and to ostab- 
lish tho existing Bar Channel over the 
Taku Bar. 

The Hai Ho Conservancy Board were 
authorised, at a meeting of the Board 
of Reference held on May -8, 1924, to 
muake o permanent channel over Taku 
Bar, to purchase a second Bar Dredger 
and to ‘provide suitable repair shop and 
dock accommodation for the Conser- 
vancy Plant. : 


In July, 1929, the Commission’s En+ 
ginecr-in-Chief reported that unfore- 
seen difficulties had arisen in connee- 
tion with the costruction of the new 
channel neross the Taku Bar, neces- 
sitating a recensideration of tho whole 
scheme., The difficultics may be briefly 
reatated to lie in the vast accumula- 
tion of silt on the flats through which 
the course of the new channel has been 
plotted; the consequent alteration of 
the contour lines in the estuary; the 
return, by wave action during storms, 
of the silt excavated from the new 
channel;, the weakening of the wood 
structure of the dykes owing to the 
ravages of sea-borers known as Tercdos, 
and the risks attendant upon tho trans- 
fer of navigation’ from the old to the 
new channel. 


It appeara that theso difficulties aro 
not insuperable. The unexpected accu- 
mulation of silt outside the dykes 
can be prevented from returning to the 
excavated channel by doubling the 
height of the dykes; tho 
recession of the contour lines can be 
countered by the prolongation of the 
dykes; the ravages of the Teredos can 
be overcome by. strengthening the 
dykes, and the transfer from the old 
to the new channel can be effected by 
means of a dyke gradually built up 
across the Deep Hole, but with a re 
cognised danger that, during this pro 
cess of transfer, navigation might be 
seriously restricted or even suspended. 

The cost of adopting these remedies 
would considerably exceed the amount 


of the loan authorised. 


The wisdom of adopting these re 
medics’ can only be gauged by the re- 
sults to'be derived: therefrom, .sq that 
the advisability of establishing - tha 
Bar Channel in the direction proposed’ 
in the original project rests upon tho 
reply to the question “Will. the benefits 
to be obtained be commensurate with 
the additional expenditure involved?” 

When the Hai Ho Conservancy 
Board were confronted -by these dif- 


J ficulties, they decided that the wholé 


problem should be reviewed by a com- 
petent Committee of Engincers. Thoy 
succeeded in obtaining the advico of a 
Committee comptising some of the most 
experienced . hydraulic engineers in 
China, This: Committee assembled at 
Tientsin on November U6 last and 
went very carefully into the whole 
question. 

From both tho results of the Com- 
tnitteo’s deliberations and a further re 
port by the Commissions’ Engincer-in- 
Chief, tho Board considered that fur- 
ther expenditure upon the establish: 
ment ofa new Bar Channel would not 
be justified, ~ 

The Committee of Consulting Engin- 
cers gave expression to the following 
opinions :— 


It is not practicable to make the’! 


new channel effective for navigation 

excopt at great cost. A new bar 

would certainly form beyond the end 

of the dykes which would need largo 
" maintenance dredging. 

There is no probability that the 
proposed new channel if executed 
would provide greater facilities-for 
navigation and better hydraulle con- 
ditions than the present channel. 
And the Commission’s Engincer-in- 

Chief, in his final report on the subject, 


The direction of the channel does 
not appear to have any special ad- 
vantage, It has an important draw-. 
hack, its obliquity to the waves; 
My firm opinion is that it is better 
to admit this foss than to maintain a 
direction for the channel which ox- 
perience contradicts and to continue 
‘n.work which would very soon entail 
{nauperable difficulties and risks, 
Tho Hai Ho Conservancy Board had,

We sped out into the country 
where the night was warm. and 
aott, We relaxed to it with that 
fullness of good health which is go 
peculiar to the warmth of the East. 
The atmosphere was no longer op 
pressive in its humidity; only clam 
and restful. 

It was good to be away from 
Raffles Hotel, with its jazz.band, its 
dancing, and night life; its painted 
women and superior young men, 
My companion. was a restful man 
\who loved poetry and music; who 
‘knew the kinship of the earth, the 
lives of the. natives, and spoke 
Malay like a native himself. 

All about us on the road was the 
tnbellevable beauty of the island; 
the vivid scarlet blossoms of the 
‘Flame of the Forest; tho tall, 
‘slender trunks of coconut palms 
reaching away up to the heavens; 
the stocky rubber trees set in clean 
rows together, nnd in between, run- 
ning riot, brilliant ' greenery of all 
kinds of shrubs and flowers. All 
Ahe deep glory of it was caught up 
in the gentle peace of the evening 
twilight which was just falling. 

Surely, I told myself, here it 
4vould be possible to find that ease 
and repose which is Incking in the 
‘western world, with its political and 
‘industrial confilcts. Here one could 
relax and respond to the tranquil 
spirit of the land and its quiet 
waters, 

Thad been told again that no 
European living inthe Pederated 
Malay States over achieved to that 
perfect repose and happiness which. 
is missing in the sophisticated 
modern. And having observed his 
way of life in Penang and Singa- 
‘pore I can quite believe it. 

Surely the fault lies not in the 
atmosphere of the Malay States, 
but rather in the psychology of the 
European ‘himself.

“Time Did’ Not Matter” 


For myself, I found that re- 
| eponse to Naturo here on the Malay 
coast in just the same full measura 

that I have orton felt on the Sussex 
downs or amongst the Surrey hills. 
My nerves were soothed and freed: 
from the strain of modern hurry—_ 
I drank deeply and gratefully of the 
beauty about me. For days I had © 
yorn no watch: time did matter 
here, ‘where one could live. simply 
land beautifully .without contention. 

We passed along an avenue of 
tall palms and came out on tho 
sandy beach of the coast. As yet 
the moon had not risen, and native 
fishermen shot to and fro in their © 
canoes, the light from their torches 

showing up the tall Anetta of the. 
fishing stakes. 

Over to our left lay’ a. native 
village, the thatched roofs, of' its 
houses built round the trunks of 
palm4 for support, the sides re- 
maining ‘open to the sun and rain. 
Walking across, my, friend spoke to 
some of tha natives. They told 
him that the crops were good, but 
that the previous night's fishing had 
‘heen poor. We accepted sunflower 
seeds from them and walked back to 
the beach chewing them contentedly. 

For something like two hours: 
we lay on the warm sand listening 
to the croaking of frogs, the shrill , 
cry of oricket and the soft lapping * 
of the incoming.tide. Hardly a 
word passed between us, for we wore.

Evidence Before the 
Whitley Commission 


LABOUR PROBLEM 
- 

Three months’ stay in India mus} 
have forced the Whitley Commission to 
the: unpleasant conviction that there 
was little or no escape from the cvils 
of bribery In some form or other in tha 
country’s Industrial system. ° Conse: 
quently it‘was with expressions of rz 
lief, not, unmixed with scepticism, that 
they learned at thelr inquiry in Cal 
cntta. that one big firm of contractors 
of labour, ot least, hnd been able to 
abolish the practice among its eni- 
ployces. 

Mr. Whitley was frankly sceptical 
and his doubt was shared by Sir Victor 
Sassoon. 

“Can you tell us why yours is appar: 
ently the only concern in India that has 
been able to stop extortion of the men's 
wages by sirdars?” he asked.

Review of Work in 1929 


IMPORTANCE T0 CHINESE COMMUNITY 


The following is a continuation of the report on the Tung Wah 
Hospital for the year 1929 submitted to the Officer Administering 


the Government by Mr. M. K. Lo, 


(Continued from Yesterday.) 


19.— Hospital’s Staff 

I have already referred to the 
resignation of Dr. M. Wong. ' There 
was one other resignation during 
the year, namely, that of Mr, Chan 
Min-pak who, on account of ill 
health, resigned at the end of May 
after having completed twenty 
years’ service. Mr. Chan was in| 
charge of all the accounts of the: 
Hospital. Owing to the ramifica- 
tions of the Hospital’s activities 
the accounts are necessarily vo- 
luminous and complicated, and the 
correlative duties which devolve on 
the accountant are naturally very 
onerous. Mr. Chan discharged 
these duties with commendable 
efficiency, and the directors ware 
extremely sorry, to lose tho ser- 
vice of such an old, faithful, and 
officlent servant. They made a pre- 
sentation of $200 to Mr. Chan ag a 
token of their appreciatlon. 

The office of accountant was fill- 
ed by Mr. Ma Kin-pak who has per- 
formed his duties satisfactorily. 

During the year ten members of 
the ataff, including six dressers, 
ware, dismissed. 

I am happy to be able to report 
that apart from those dismissed all 
the membors of the staff worked 
‘consclentiously and to our satisfac- 
tion. 

On account of the faithful ser- 
vices of Dra. Lal Kwong-Yuk, Ko 
King-fan, snd Chow Tin-cham, and 
upon the recommendation and ad- 
vice of Dr. Phoon Seck-wah, the 
directors decided to renew’ thoir 
engagement upon the expitation of 
their term of two years’ service, 

I cannot refrain from reforring 
to the work done by the staff of 
the Secretary's office, consisting of 
Messre. Chan Yik-wan (Secretary), 
Wong Shut-ming, Ma Kin-pak, 
Loong Chiu-fan and Leung Yu-chiu

The multifarious nature of the 
work of the Hospital can be gather- 
ed from a perusal of this report. 
All the secretarial work relating to 
meetings, payments and. receipts, 
correspondence, circulars, notices, 
and a hundred and one things, was 
done by this hmiall but’ offictent 
staff.

With such as fine 
historic tradition behind. it, with 
the co-operation of such numerous 
‘willing and devoted helpers, and 
with the: goodwill and support of 
the whole community, .the Tung 
Wah, as it seems to me, is an In- 
stitution the progress of which, in 
medical efficiency,. will- in -fature 
even exceed the progress it has 
made in-the pagt. Indeed, ita pos~ 
sibilities of development are prac- 
tically limitless except for one fact. 
The Hospital itself was built in 
1870, The existing buildings are 
totally inadequate. In spite of the 
amazing human ingenuity dis- 
played by successive directora in 
adapting the old structure to mo- 
dern needs, the task Is rapidly get- 
ting ‘to be beyond human effort. 
For instance, {its residential quar- 
ters for the nurses are very badly 
‘cramped and restricted,..and how- 
ver anxious the directors are of 
providing morc comfortable quar- 
ters for them they have been un- 
nble to find any means of doing 80. 
Some of the wards. are old and 
dark: all of them are taxed beyond 
their enpacity, For instance, His 
Excellency: Sir Cecil Clementi, on 
hia visit to the Hospital on March 
25, 1929, wrote In the Visitors’ 
Book, inter .alla: “I hopa very 
much to ace this work expanded and 
I trust that in,time the older, wards 
may. be ‘rebuilt pon up-to-date 
lines.” During the year Justices 
of the Peace visited ‘the Inatitu- 
tion on twelve occasions, and on 
no fewer than four they remarked 
that whila everything elae. appeared 
to be in ‘excellent, order, some of 
the wards scemed ‘Very. crowded. 
When the three Chinese represen- 
tatives on the Leglalative. Council 
visited. the Hospital on J january 18, 
1929, they commented on’ the desir- 
ability of Increasing the a¢commo- 
‘dation for Out-Patients” awaiting

To my-mind it would be a most 
desirable thing if an entirely new 
Hospital were to. be designed and 
gradually built in blocks or wings. 
Each term of Directors might 
undertake the building of a speci- 
fied block in accordance with the 
general acheme, The exiating Po 
Leung Kuk, when it vacates the 
present premises, can be utilised 
as temporary: wards to replace 
those given up in connection with 
the rebuilding. This new Hos- 
pital avalling itself of modern con- 
veniences, such as lifts, could be 
built several storeys high. It 
should have airy and comfortable 
warda to accommodate at least 
1,000 patients, with proper isola- 
tion, “observation” and infectious 
wards which do not really exist at 
present. A large and specially 
built ward should be set aside for 
consumptive cases. There would 
be proper realdential quartora for 
the doctors, nurses, dressers and 
ataff. “It would ba built to endure, 
but without extravagance. ~ 
Such a new-old hospital,—new 
in ita modern and hygienic struc- 
ture, but old In its tradition and 
record of excellent service—will, In 
the hands of the devoted doctors 
and staff, be capable of infinitely 
greater service to the poor. Alas! 
the same old question of finance is 
the chlef obstacle to the realization 
of such a scheme. Perhaps one 
day a wealthy philanthropist will 
‘come forward with a magnificent 
donation for this purpose. Per- 
haps it will remain a day-dream. 
22.-Personal and ‘Conclusion 
‘Throughout our term of office 
my colleagues displayed utmost on- 
thusiasm in working as.a united 
body in the ‘interests of the Institu- 
tion. In June, 1929,, Mr. _ Kwok 
Lam-shong had, to our regret, to 
leave the Colony. to asdume the 
managership of the Wing, On 
Co, Ltd, .in Shanghai. © Mr. 
Chan. Ping .was ‘absent ‘on business 
for many months during the second 
half of the “year, ’ Mr. -Kwok 
Siang-go, owing to business pres: 
sure, war unable, to devote much 
time to the work of the Institution. 
But the spirit of loyal co-operation 
pervaded one and al), And this 
makes it ‘all the more difficult for 
me specifically to mention. names, 
But I feel that it is only due to 
them that I should do so. ‘To be- 
gin with I must refer to Mr. Ho 
Yee-cheong,, whose hard and de- 
voted work throughout the yéar will 
be gratefully remembered by us all. 
Y ean say in all sincerity that his 
valuable assistance has greatly re- 
duced and lightened my labours. 
Mr. Leung Yuk-ki did a great 
deal of useful work, particularly in 
connection with the Opening of the 
Eastern Hospital. Mr. Lo Chuk- 
chal was invariably helpful, and 
by reason of hia profound know- 
ledge of Chinese Hterature was a 
great boon to the Board in general, 
and to myself in particular. Mr. 
Mok Tat-huen was of great assist- 
ance to. the-Board in connection 
with the Chinese Medical .Depart- 
ment, in which he.tock an absorb- 
Ing interest to the benefit of the 
numerous patients. Mr, Lam Kow-

NEW FORD WAGES 
RISE 


EXTENSION TO EUROPEAN 
WORKS EXPECTED 


ECONOMIC IDEAL 

The news that workers employ- 
ed: by the Ford, Motor Co, have 
been given'their third major wage 
increase since the memorable day 
in January, 1914, when the aver- 
afe wage ‘of $2.34 waa rajaed to 
ao minimum of $5, has aroused 
great attention in America and 
throughout the world, says the 
Financial Times, Coming at a 
time when a Congressional estim- 
ate puts American unemployment 
at above 3,000,000, and in the 
face of widespread depression 
and shutdowns in, the motor in- 
dustry,’ Mr, Ford's action watural- 
ly gives rise to much speculation 
and inquiry, : 

The new Ford minimum has 
now been raised from $6 to $7. 
This affects 24,820 of the 144,990 
workers on the Ford payrolls dur- | 


ing October, the majority, already 
earning more than the minimum, 
being given rises of 5 per cent. 
According to Edsel Ford this 
means’ that 27,410 men will re- 
celve $7; 93,896 -will receive 
$7.00; 22,972 will receive $8; 
12,227 will receive $8.40. There 
rémain 17,539 who will receive up 
to $10 per day. 

General Price Trends ' 

Fay increases in the Ford plants 
have, in the main, followed a 
trend in general wage rates and 
commodity prices, which was 
steadily upward. While there is 
nr question that Mr. Ford's action 
cheretofore has accelerated the 
raising of the general level of 
American wages, it was at the 
same time in tune with the world 
movement of real wages. Now, 
however, the situation . is entire- 
ly different. There seems little 
doubt that the world is already 
well advanced on a long fall in 
commodity prices—a fall which 
is not likely to be interfered with, 
barring new discoveries which 
would greatly increase the world’s 
gold stocks—and in consequence, 
a rise in money wages {s actual- 
ly greater In terms of real wages 
than it appears to be. 

Edsel Ford's Views 

In announcing the increase, 
Tusel Ford said, “We .are -able 
to make this wage increase part- 
ly because df anticipated econo- 
mies and the great volume of pro- 
duction which we have had over 
a period of months and partly be- 
cause of the excellent outlook .for 
next year. _ 

“Wage increases cannot be col- 
lected from the public, nomcan 
they be taken out of the quality 
of fhe product; they have to be 
made up by general management 

_ of the work, That is the way we 
Intend to justify this increase. 
What we are trying to do here is 
to make some contribution. to a 
continuance of normal business 


conditions by putting a bit more 
buying power into the pockets of 
workmen, Locally,’ at least, the 
addition of approximately $15,000,- 
000 of buying power a year 
should be somo stimulus ‘to in- 
duatries and general business.” 

Mr. Ford has always based his 
wage philosophy on a social 
rather than an economic {deal, 
and amazingly enough has mado 
it work so far. If he can do it 
in a time of falling prices and 
depression he will have given the 
world something new to think 
about. Nevertheless, the motor 
trade has been on the whole the 
most profitable. of any large-sized 
industry during the past ten 
years, and there are many lines 
of business where competitive con- 
ditions and narrow profit margins 
would make any such wage pollcy 
suicidal, : 

Mr. Ford says he intends to 
apply the same principles to his 
foreign workers as to those In 
the United States and Canada. If 
he does he will precipitate a situa- 
tion of which it is very hard to 
see the solution but on the other 
hand no one would assert that 
British and continental employers 
had arrived at omniscience in 
solving the industrial probloms 
which. all of them face. Mr. 
Ford {3 able to ignore the fact 
that there {s competition in the 
labour market, but he is able to 
do that because he has a product 
which so far has to a great. ex- 
tent sold itself. It may not do so 
for aver. 

No Union Dictation 

Another Ford asset is the fact 

that his high ‘wages have freed 
his enterprises from the tyranny 
of trade unionism. In America 
he js free to rin his own busi- 
ness, but on the ‘eastern side of 
the Atlantic -he will find social 
legislation that will be a Serious 
handicap to his ruthlessness, al- 
though on the whole such legisla: 
tion is geared to such a low 
standard of wages and living that 
he may, if his principles are sound 
cnes, be able to leap such bar- 
riers, * 
- Perhaps the best explanation of 
Ford’s success is that he has de- 
vised and .put into force a 
genuine profit-sharing system, He 
has’ decided that the beneficiaries 
of his genius as a maker of petrol 
motors shall be his employ :es. 
In. consequence the latter ap- 
proach nearer to being partners 
than employees. It is for this 
reason that the moguls of Amer!- 
can trade unionism hate Ford and 
all his works, despite the’ Indis- 
putable fact that he has set the 
pice and raised the entire stand- 
ard.of living not only in America 
but throughout the world. 
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“SILVER BULLET” 


Attempt at 250 
M.P.H. 


Mr. Kaye Don, the British racing 
motorist, is on his way to Daytona 
Beach, Florida, for an attempt at 
breaking the land speed record. His 
enormous 4,000 horse-power car “Silver 
Bullet” was shipped for Florida In the 
Cunard liner Aquitania on February 
19, Kaye Don left Southampton by 
the Berengarin on February 26, and 
hopes to make the attempt this month. 

Mr. Louis Coatalen, ‘the designer of 
the enr, decided that the attempt 
should be made at Daytona in prefer: 
efce’to Pendine Beach, South Wales, as 
the latter is not large enough, It 
would be impossible to attain the speed 
in the Hmited distance availablo—6% 
miles, a8 against Daytona’s 15. 

The record is at present held by Sit 
Henry Segrave whose speed in the 
“Golden Arrow” was 231 m.p.h. Keye| 
Don is of the opinion that his car is 
capable of travelling between 
250 miles per hour. 5 ! 

Don is extremely satisfied with the 
“Silver Bullet," the car specially con- | 
structed st the Sunbeam. Works at 
Wolverhampton. for the attempt. It is 
remarkably designed, among ita fea- 
tures being an alr brake resembling an 
noroplane rudder, with which the car 
will be slowed down before the ordin- 
ary brakes are applied, thus reducing 
the skid danger. It also has an ‘ice 
tank through which water will pass) 
to prevent over-heating. The car has, 
two twelve cylinder engines running at 
the remarkable rate of 4,000 r.p.m. 
Each engine weighs less than 1,000 Ua | 
yet each develops 2,000 h.p.t An en- 
gineering feat that has never beforo 
been equalled. Don says that 
bench tests show. that the car can do 
275 mph, but he expects to lose 26 
mph. when travelling.

SCHNEIDER TROPHY: 


Revised Regulations for 
1931 


Revised regulations have been’ pro- 
visionally approved for the Schneider 
seaplane contest of 1031, If there is 
a challenge to Great Britain, the race 
will be held over British waters 
again, most probably over the Solent, 

A meeting of the committee of the 
‘Federation Acronautique Internationale 
was held in Paris recently and certain 
amendments proposed by the Royal 
Acro Club of Great Britain were dis- 
cussed. The chief change adopted is 
that both the navigabllity trials and the 
actual speed contest shall be held on 
the same day, as it is felt that it is 
taking too big risk, at any rate in Bri- 
tain, to expect to have suitable weather 
for two days running. The weather 
was particularly fortunate last’ year, 
but sueh good conditions may not occur 
again, and arrangements for tho raco 
would then be dislocated. It was fur- 
ther decided that as the cost of tho 
contest is now so high, the entrance 
fee should be raised in order to afford 
some guaranter that a nation putting 
forward an, entry seriously in- 
tended to compete nine months or 2 
year later when the test came. <Ac- 
cordingly, entries must be accompanied 
by a guarantce of 200,000f, (about 
£1,000), The committee also decided 
that the contest must be held between 
June 1 ond September 30. All these
